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A SHORT SERMON.

“ For my thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are your ways 
my ways, saith the Lord.” Isaiah 65: 3. 

God has a way of his own of doing things. He uses 
such instrumentalities in carrying forward his csuse in 
the world as will honor himself and bumble the pride 
of man. Man would like to have it the other way part 
of the time. Some men are always “fi-hing for compli- 
ments.” They feel that “ihey are the people, and wis 
dom will die with them.” They are willing for God to 
have some of the glory, but they much prefer the “lion’s 
share.” Praise and big salaries stimulate them to speak 
elcquently and to act with vigor. Take away these two 
stimulants, and they would seek some other avocation. 
Gcd never flatters man. While he brings some men 
“to the front,” su that they can be clearly seen by the 
people, he always appears above man as the great and 
wise Commander. He is “God over all.” A few illus- 
trations of this thought will serve to humble those who 
aspire to be great in the eyes of the people. 

If God bad intended that man should drive out the 
Midianites and their confederatee, and claim the victory 
a8 his own, he would have encoursged the raising of a 
large army, so ag to crush out their enemies by force of 
bumbers, This he did not do. Instead of that, he 
selected as military leader Gideon, an unassuming man

would regard this as an unwise stroke of p:licy. To 


the unregenerate man it must have had the appear 
ance of weakness founded in ignorance. But God’s 
thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are your waya 
his ways. 

In St. Panl’s letter to the Corinthians he explains 
very clearly why Jesus did this. He says, “For ye 
see your calling, brethren, how that not many wise men 
after the flesh, not many mighty, not many noble, are 
called; but God hath chosea the foolish things of the 
world toconfound the thirgs that are mighty; ard 
base things of the world, and things which are despised, 
hath God chosen, yea, and things which are not to bring 
to nought things that are; that no flesh should glory in 
his presence.” It did not ceem possible to the unbe- 
lieving world that any good could be accomplished by 
theee illiterate fishermen under the leadership of the 
despised Nszarece. The world did not underatand that 
“the weapons of their warfare were not carnal, but 
mighty through God tothe pulling down of strong 
holds.” To put an end to what they regarded a fanat- 
ical movement they crucified Jesus, and put his apostles 
to death, save John the R:velator, whom they banished 
to the Isle of Patmos. But their epparent victory 
was a grand defeat, When the sword of the Roman sol- 
dier pierced the side of Jesus, he gave the death-blow 
to him “who bore our sins in his own body on the 
tree, and who, by the grace of God, tasted death for 
every man.” 

Paradoxical as it may appear, our spiritual life is in- 
separably connec'ed with the tragic death of the Bon 
of God, . The poet Cowper hes well eaid : 


“God moves in a mysterious way 
His wonders to perform.”

ASKING AND RECELVING. 


There are some men who never lack for wisdom, 
They always feel themselves equal to whatever emer- 
gency may arise; and their own wisdom quite comes 
up toevery occasion. For this class my present arti- 
cle is not intended. It would be a waste of time for 
them to read it. But there is another class, and a large 
class, who feel at times that they sadly lack the wisdom 
which they need. Occasions present themselves when 
they are at a loss to know what to do, or what course to 
take, It would be a great relief to them at such s time 
if they could have the benefit of some other’s wisdom 
to help their own—some one in whose knowledge they 
could rest with a feeling of assurance. To supply this 
need of the soul, the Lord has said, “Ask and ye shall 
receive.” ‘The Apostle James applies this promise and 
eays: “If any of you lack wisdom let bim ask of God, 
* * and itshall be 
given him.” Please mark the words, shall be given, 

Bat the irquirer asks, How shall it be given ? and in 
what way must we expect to receive tne answer? I 
would say, receive itas Jamesand the other apostles 
did. They had a case om hand which they felt needed: 
a wisdom greater than their own. They bowed in 
prayer and asked to know the will of God. They 
“Taou, Lord, which knoweast the hearts of all 
show whether of these two thou hast chosen.” After 
prayer they gave forth their lots, and fully expected that 
the Lord would make known bis will through this 
means, as the wise man says in Proverbs: “The lot ‘is 
cast into the lap; but the whole disposing thereof is of 
the Lord.” They felt that the disposing’ef the lot ex- 
pressed the will of God, and when the lot fell on Mat- 
thias, they numbered him as one of the twelve. If yeu 
desire the same privilege that the apostles had you can 
have it. You can receive definite answers to your pray- 
rs when such prayers are reasonable. But the apostle 
says, in speaking of this matter: ‘ But let him ask in 
frith, nothing wavering.” Soppcse you are puzzled 
over the question wheter itis your duty to go or not 
togo. You grest'y desire to kmow the course that 
would be the wisest and best. There may be some per- 
sonal questions in the case that might naturally givea . 
wrong bias to your mind. You decide upon some sim- 
ple sign or token, no matter what, and ask the Lord 
through this to express bis will. When that sign or 
token is given, you rely upon it as an expression of the 
will of God. Ofcourse, in this method, there is room 
for abuse.and deception. But the humble soul will 
know when its inner doubtings and queries are an- 
awered. Many Christians have received answersin this 
way that were very precious tothem. They may be 
weak in wisdom, but they know that God does now as 
of old reveal himself to trusting hearts.

‘pig BEST METHOD OF SERMONIZING. = 

TS sermonize is primarily to compose or prepare a 
sermomer sermons, It: means also to preach or deliver 
sermons: And;in its most extended sense, it includes 
both their preparation and delivery. 

Before speaking of the methods, I would call attention 
to ‘the necessity of preparing your sermons in some 
way;either in whole or in part, in order that their deliv- 
ery may produce the best results.

precedes evolution. You can not get out of a man what 
has never been putinto him. There must be an infolding 
of the essential elements before there can bs an unfold- 
ing—a going in before a coming out.

I knew it 
was made.of good grain which the miller had put into 
the hopper, ‘All at once the white stream ceased to run, 
and the rattling barra announced that the hopper was 
empty), Bversinee that day I have believed that: if the 
miller:would have good meal for the cheat he must first 
put good grain into the hopper. 

In dike manner, the preacher who would have whole- 
some, igod:for his flock must first put good material into 
his own mind and heart. 

When the skillful weaver of olden times wished to 
evolye from the beam a beautiful and valuable web she 
first selected and prepared the warp and woof to that end, 
and then :she.jet the shuttle fly.- 

So\the. preacher who would accomplish the most val- 
uable results, must:prepare the warp and wool of his 
sermons withthe best materials at. his command before 
he lets the ehuttle fly. 

A-young Eaglish clergyman, who ignored the neces- 
sity-of preparing to preach, boasted thus to the Bishop 
of Litchtield: “Why, my lord, it is the easiest thing in 
the, world:to’\preach. Why, very often I choose my text 
after.I go into the pulpit, and then go on and preach a 
sermonand think nothing of dt!” . 

_ “Ada! yea/responded the good Bishop, “that agrees 
exactly with what Ishear your people say, for they hear 
the sermon, and they, too, think nothing of it!” 

Every good. miniater of the gospel desires to preach 
well; butino.one can justly hope to do this without know- 
ing, atleastina good degree, what to say and how it should 
be said, “From. consciousness of this necessity grows 
method—good, better, and best. 

But, as there is no one specific method of composition 
and<delivery which can be called absolutely the best, I 
would.suggest that in the workof sermonizing each 
minister should always use the individuality which God 
has given him, and use it in his own way to the best of 
his ability. - 

From a.carefal study of good methods let him adopt 
that which is the best for him. The best method for 
each one must be determined by himself. In order to ac- 
complish the best results it ie evident that every sermon 
should be prepared from the force of honest personal 
convictions, and withan eye to the probable circum- 
stances and specific purposts of its delivery. Hence 
the successful preacher adopts methods of preparing 
and delivering his discourses suited to his own peculiar 
talent and ability, adapting them collectively to his pres- 
ent field of labor, and: severally to-each particular oc. 
casion, , 

If he would preach well, he must be abundantly pre- 
pared; he must know not only what things are best to 
say, but he must know alsohow togroup and arrange 
his ideas and thoughts so as to make their delivery easy 
to himself and most effectual for good toothers. More- 
over, he must have anabundant “stockon hand” of good 
materialfrom which to select. 

Other things being equal, the better and the more 
abundant the materials are from which the mechanic 
selectsthe parts of his building, the stronger and more 
perfect will be:the structure; so the sermon, whose rich 
materials can scarcely be miased from the abundance yet 
remaining in store, will be stronger and better every way

erence to the manner of the speaker. Some have more

Remember you are not to prepare an apology for God, 
but to prepare for the declaration of his word. “After 
having chosen your text, do not seek to putin your 
wish, but to get out God’s thought”—the mind of the 
Spirit.

under the direction of the great Physician of souls. 
Gather materials from every lawful source—the Bible, 
good books, papers, conversations, walks in the garden,

Make written ,notes, by the way, of everything that 
may contribute to your stock of useful knowledge. 
When this may not be practicable then make mental 
notes. Gather largely from the field of personal expe- 
rience, 

Pray for a deeper and tenderer love. Beseech God to 
stimulate your affections for Bible truth that it may shed 
its light over your whole life and bring you altogether 
under: its benign influence, In this way God will cause 
his truth to become, as it were, part of your véry being.

Keep abreast of the times. saetiuen shvaniuiitie tere 
the press, , Here, more than anywhere else, you can 
learn ‘the present current of human thoughts, pur- 
poses, and actions,’ Make frequent “cuttings” ayn th 
newspaper to be filed away for subsequent use, 
of a ecrap book ‘have at--hand on the study table a 
small pile of half ‘sheets of cheap paper, cut to suit 
your own convenience for using and filing away. As 
a‘scrap is cut from the mewspaper stick it by the 
upper corners to a half sheet taken from the pile, 
placing it a short space below the top of the sheet of 
paper, Jeaving room to’write in bold hand the general 
topic té whith “he “Gutting” rélates. “As the subjects to 
which the cuttings relaté aeéumulate—such as astron- 
omy, bio,.aphy, Christianity, death, education, etc.— 
file them away alphabetically so that you can turn to 
the file at any time and find the scrap you desire, 
By this course you can have. a growing cycloyeiia. 
One advantage of this is you can remove a sheet to 
be put in your satchel with. your written lecture or 
sermon, if you have one, or to be used in connection 
with an extemporaneous discourse when necessary, and 
then returned to its place in the file, You can also 
write upon these sheets your own incidental thoughts 
pertaining to the subject at the head. (See Homiletic 
Monthly for 1880, page 478.) 

Gather material also trom your pastoral visits, as occa- 
sion may offer you or be made by you. Remember it 
is one thing to prepare a sermon for eainte and sinners 
in general, and quite another thing to prepare one for 
the particular saints and sinners of your congregation. 
Tt is said that the success of Dr. Chalmers as a pastor 
depended much on. the fact that he “preached back to 
his people on Sanday what they preached to him in the 
week day.” 

If you have not the time to write your sermons in . 
full (few preachers have), write at least a large outline, 


embracing the leading thoughts of the discourse. Note»: 


also the best illustrations. These are windows to let-the 
light in upon the subject. Use good language, cle: ««*' 
chaste, simple, and easily understood. Avoid ambigti’ ” 
words and sentences. Say what you mean and m. .. 
what you say. Use the hyperbole sparingly, if at al’. 
Be concise, pointed, correc’; and yet study not so much 
to gain the approval of criticism as to gain souls to heaven 
and to God. 

Prepare your sermons not to entertain the ear, but to 
commend divine truth to “every man’s conscience in the 
sight of God.” 

Solomon declares that the wise “preacher sought to 
find out aceeptable words; and that which was written 
was upright, even words of truth.” Again, “He gave 
good heed, and sought out, and set in order many prov- 
erbs.” That is, he collected and arranged in order his 
wise sayings—his thoughts. Who can read this without 
seeing that, if the discourse was not written in full, the 
arrangement of its leading thoughts was forecast in some 
way by the preacher ? 

I would not recommend the writing of every sermon 
in full, Life is too shortand time too precious, Yet, I 
think it best to write in fall when the necessity of the 
case requires great accuracy of statement. To you who 
‘have not the time to write in full, I would say emphatic- 
ally, set inorder with pen or pencil the leading thoughts 
of your sermon, but never prepare your manuscript or 
skeleton in such a manner asto prevent you from “think- 

ing on your lege.” _. 

Your “notes” are not to be made cords to bind you 
hand and foot in the pulpit, Rather let them be to you 
the climber’s hands and feet by which you ascend to 
pluck the rich fraits of gospel truth for the salvation of 
needy men.

THE RESURRECTION.—NQO. 4, 

We shall now begin an examination of that wonder- 
fal discourse on the resurrection in the 15:h chapter of 
LOorinthians. This chap'er surpasses the masterpieces 
of ancient classics. “Nothing in heathen antiquity can 
be found among poets, orators, or philosophers, which 
in loftiness of conception or comprehensiveness of 
views deserves to be mentioned in comparison with 

is @tiscourse.” 

Adeive already considered a large part of the teach- 
eobithe Bible concerning the resurrection. We 
asyanegect to find I. Cor, 15in harmony with what 
we have noticed. And we shall not be disappointed. 
Sappily, scripture interprets soripture; but it is a 
most unfortunate thing that the advocates of spiritual 
resurrection have selected one or, two verses of this 
passage and forced them to spesk ina tongue unknown 
to Paul or Jesus, And with th's uncertain sound they 
endeavor to briag all ecripture into consonance, but 
the discord is too harsh not to be detected. 

In examining this it would be well for us to acquaint 
ourselves with the character of the Corinthian belief 
with which the apostle is dealing. If we can ascertain 
what was the state of affairs which he was endeavoring 
to right, arid bear it constantly in mind as we proceed, 
we shall be materially aidad ia the disclosure of the 
trath, scr 

The case was simply this, as we learn in verse 12: 
The Corinthians had among them some who absolutely 
denied the resurrection. Wherever the gospel encoun- 
tered Grecian philosophy it met violent opposition to 
that grand pivotal truth, the resurrection. Grecian 
Philosophers were accustomed, like some of our mod- 
ern philosophers (?), to regard the body as the prison- 
house of the spirit. They hoped, therefore, that at 
death they would be free from it. They thought that 
the greatest deliverance possible was to be eternally 
freed from connection with matter. From these schools 
of philosophy doubtless these Oorinthisns had drawn

True; but whence such a doctrine among Corinthians ? 
It prevailed only among Jews prior to the Christian era. 
How comes a Corinthian Oburch to be quarreling 


abont it? They were not Jews, but Gentiles, The 


apostle himself must have carried that doctrine among 
them. Yes, and it was this same doctrine that he felt 
called upon to defend. If it was not, why did he not 
atate at once that the objection was not against Cbris- 
tianity, for it contained no such doctrine? ° 

The first twelve verses are devoted to the proving of 
Ohbrist’s resurrection, which is the great argument for a 
general resurrection. At the 12th verse he shows the 
inconsistency of admitting Christ’s resurrection, and 
yet denying a general resurrection. And this incon- 
sistency men sre still guilty of in some cases, Those 
errorists could then have no further difficulty in ac- 
cepting the former, for there was a cloud of witnesses 
of the fact. Tnen, if they admitted that, why not ad- 
mit the legitimate sequence—namely, the resurrection 
of all Obrist’s followera? Obrist was the acknowledged 
head; he had been raised, and literally raised. Then 
why not the body—the church—be raised, and literally 
raised? “But if there be no resurrection of the dead, 
then is Ohrist not risen.” Verse 13th. In the follow- 
ing verses to the 19th, inclusive, he shows what would 
follow if this were true. “Our preaching is vain, and 
your faith is also vain. Yea, and we are found false 
witnesses of God; because we have testified of God that 
he raised up Christ: whom he raised not up, if so be 
that the dead rise not;” “then they algo which are fa"len 
esleep in Christ are perished.” 

But at verse 20 the picture is changed: “Now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and become the first fruits 
of them that slept.” But if this verse be true, the doctrine 
of spiritual resurrection is not; for if the trumpet 
sounds for each individual when he dies, as is asserted 
in the series of articlés referred to, how can Christ be 
called the first fruits of them that slept? If that the- 
ory be correct, would not Abel have been the first 
fruits? And would there not have been many before 
Obrist? Lazarus and others bad been raised to tem- 
poral life; but.Christ’s body was the first to rise to life 
eternal. The “first fruits” were a part of the harvest, 
and were exactly like what was to follow. Thus from 
Christ, the first fruits, we may gain definite knowledge 
of which is to follow. He is the type. 

“For since by man came deatb, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead.” Verse 21, Now, there is 
no authority for making resurrection signify one thing 
when applied to Christ, and another and very different 
thing when applied to Obrist’s followers. If in the 
case of Obrist it means the quickening of the body 
laid in the tomb, then applied to his followers it means 
the quickening of their mortal bodies. This is what it 
means in these scriptures, or Paul would have made 
the distinction plain. On the contrary, he constantly 
urges Christ’s as the type and surety of ours. “For as 
in Adam all die,even soin Christ shall all be made 
alive.” Verse 22, This expression is strong. “As” 
and “even so” form strong arguments for the resurrec- 
tion of the body, while they are at war with anything 
else. How doall men die in Adam? Some one says, 
*§piritually.” Then, “even so” (spiritually) shall all be 
made alive, This is Universalism—nothing less. Such 
is the invincible logic of the hypothesis. We are no}

And when all things shail be sub- 
dued unto him, then shall the Son also himself be sub- 
ject unto him that putall things under him, that God 
may be all in all.” Verses 24-28, 

Paul teaches most assuredly in this passage that the 
end will come immediately after the resurrection of 
them “that are Obrist’s at his coming.” What end is 
this spoken of in these verses? Paul tells ua that it is 
when Ohrist shall have delivered up the kingdom to 
God. But if the doctrine of spiritual resurrection be 
true—if Christ comes every time a person dies—then 
the end comes every time a person dies, and as. often 
Cbrist delivers up the kingdom to the Father, and he 
becomes subject to the Fathsr every time there isa 
death of a saint. This is too absurd to be entertained 
for a moment, 

If this passage proves anything it proves that Christ 
is reigning as a temporary sovereign until the accom- - 
plishment of a given purpose—namely, the resurrec- 
tion of the dead; that this end will be accomplished at 
his coming; and that then he gives up his throne to his 
Father, and becomes subjact to him. If this language 


French shall be brought into subjection, and that then 
he will give up the throne to Victoria and become her 
loyal subject. Would there be any one so obtuse as not 
to understand what that meant? Suppose that some 
one reading of such a thing should declare that it meant 
that every time a Frenchman was killed the Prince of 
Wales was to formally deliver up the throne—what 
would intelligent men eay of such a definition ? 

Again, “He must reign till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet. The last enemy that shall be destroyed 
is death.” Is physical death an enemy?. The world 
answers in thunder tones that it is. It is the enemy of 
ow happiness, our hopes, our aspiratioas, our homes.

The cane Samuel —I. Samuel 3: 1-19.

i ‘A éehild of uiatonageinss Se wekiculbid, tocke 
the last judge of Israel and the first of a regular suc- 
cession of prophets to steady the nation in the perilous 
hour of passing from the rule of jxdges t> the reiga of 
kings. It was in his day when he could act as grand 
counselor to both Saul and Israel, that the people said, 
“Give usa king.” 

Israel was corrupt, repinard, and restless. Eli, the 
judge and high-priest, was far edvanced in life, “and his 
eyes began to wax dim,” kind hearted and of good im- 
pulses, but lax in fsmi'y government, indulgent towards 
his sons, who assisted him ia the religious services, 80 
that they “made themselves vile, and he restrained 
them not.” 

Bli resided at Siloh, “on the north side of Bethel,” 
wheré the tabernacle—here cilled the “Temple of the 
Lord”—was “set up” by J shus, and had since remain- 
ed the religiou: center of the nation. Here is where 
the child Samuel was carried by his mother to receive 
education under the direction of the priest and to abide 
henceforth “before the Lord, ” according to the vow she 
had made. 

2 A'child of many prayers. The once sorrowful, but 
now joyful, mother gave him up to the service of the 
Lord with her prayers. Nota day passed but she re- 
mémbered her boy at a throne of grace. Se did not 
commit him to the care of another to avvid caring for 
him herself, nor was she guilty of parental indifference 
or deglect in putting him where she could visit him, 
possibly, only once a year. Bat, as it was, the 
most she sould do was to pray for him, and this she 
would not fail to do, in as much as he was the gif: of 
prayer and named “Heard of God.” 

Prayerless parents and homes without prayer are too 
common in this enlightened age. Even among pro- 
feased Christians children are often brought up without 
hearing a petition from father or mother. Taere is not 
room énough in the house for a family altar; no time 
for “morning prayers,” and this great restraint which 
should be thrown around childhood is unknewn to the 
child. And then the secret prayers must be lacking in 
power when there is such a neglect of duty. Whata 
rebuke do parents sometimes receive when, perhaps, it 
is too late! A young man on a dying bed said to his 
father,"Father, you have been vary good to me; you 
have given me a fine education, and you have placed 
meé in @ fine social position ; you have done everything 

.for me in a worldly sense; but, father, you never taught 
me how to die, and now Iam dying—I am lost.” 

38. A child without a childhood. Admitting that child- 
hood is not necesaarily the happiest period of life, and 
that he who would return to childhood for happiness 
would, in most cases, bs greatly disappointed, we can 
not, however, think of little Samuel without a tinge of 
sadness. At two or three years of age he was taken 
from home, from a mother’s loving presence, shut out 
from the society of children and the c)mmon sports of 
childhood, and shut up in the tabernacle at Sailoh. 
When Hannah’s song of thanksgiving had been sung 
and the parents had departed to their home, “the child 
did minister unto the Lord before Eli, the priest,” So 
we see the little boy “girded with a linen ephod, wear- 
ing the coat his mother made him,” opening “the doors 
of the house of the Lord” at sunrise, and waiting upon 
Eli and bis sons in the service of the tabernacle. 

At the early age of twelve, according to J xsepbhus, he 
received his first divine communication—that message 
in our lesson which would have rested heavily upon a 
mature mind ; a message that Samuel feared to tell Eli, 
because it was against the kind hearted man and his 
dissolute sone—the foretold doom of the household. 

Ohildren in our dsy are sometimes forced to bear 
burdens of the world, not of necessity, not for the sake 
of themselves or the good of others, and are made old 
when they should be young. Give your children a 
childhood. 

4. A child of cheerful obedience. This is seen in the ac- 
count here given of his conduct when first he heard 
the “voice of the Lord”—‘*When Eli ws laid down in 
his place......2nd Samuel was laid down to sleep,......tbe 
Lord called Samuel; and he answered, HereamI. And 
he ran unto E:i and said, Here am I; for thou calledst 
me, And he said, I called not; liedown sgain.” And

Lord was calling, and told him how to answer, and wait 
for the message, And when he heard i: “he lay until 


‘the morning.” No niore sleep that night. to one who 


has had euch an expsrience, and received such a com- 
munication, It was a cross to divulge the unwelcome 
truth to him whom he loved and honored, but “Samuel 
to'd him every whit,and hid notbiag from bim.” Read- 
iness to hear and obey is the key-note of his life. In 
after years he rebuked the king for disobeying the 
voice of the Lord, declaring that “to obey is better than 
sacrifice.” No greater lesson can be learned from the 
life of this truly great man—prophet, priest, and jadge 
—tban this one of obedience, 

5, A child of remarkable faith. He believed in God, 
the invisible Oe, as truly as he did in his owh mother. 
The divine voice was as real to himas that of Eli; in 
fact, he thought when Jehovah first spoke to him in 
the stillness of the night that it was the voice of Eli. 
Thea the prophetic word was of sucia.a nature that it 
could not be mistaken for a dream, and the fulfiliment 
so complete that nevar after could he doubt the reality 
of the divine presence. He had never heard that there 
was any phys:cal or metaphysical obstacles in the way 
of God’s hearing and answering prayer. It is not sur- 
prising that }e is mentioned in scripture with men of 
great power in prayer. In the Psalms it is written: 
“Moses and Aaron amonz his friends, and Samuel 
among them that call upon his name: they called upon 
the Lord and he answered them.” 

Say that this faith was inherited if you please, it was 
his faith nevertheless,and not another’s, and he will 
ever be an example of encouragement for old and 
young. It is easier for some to believe than for others, 
but we may all learn to trust in the Lord. 

6. A child early consecrated to God. Parents can not 
always control the destiny of their children, but they 
necessarily have much to do with it, whether they pur- 
pe it or not. If the child t:kes the wrong course is 
lifa, the parents can not feel clear of all responsibility 
in the matter uolesas they have l.ved exemplary lives, 
and otherwise endeavored to “train up the child in the 
way he should go.” 

God calls children early in life, Some of them may 
not know the voice at first, bat parents should be so in 
sympathy with the divine Spirit as to be able to instruct 
them, and give them all needful encouragement in a 
religious life. It is a mistake to suppose that a child 
six or eight years of age, or even younger, is not old 
enoug’ to accept Christ and become a Christian. An 
early start in the Christian life saves from many dan- 
gers and evil habits and regrets, and makes the journey 
easier. No child in the Sunday echool is too young to 
follow Christ. He says, “Suffer the little children to 
come unto me.” He will tenderly care for the lambs 
of the flock. The great invitation given the world, 
“Whosoever,” etc., includes the little child as well as the 
aged penitent. A New York Sanday-school superia: 
tendent received an urgent request to visit a garret in 
the lowest part of the city. He hastened to the spot 
and found a dying child in the straw. When asked 
what he wanted, the little boy replied: “I attend your 
Sabbath school, You said last Sunday when I was 
there that ‘whomsoever a fellow cometh to God, he will 
in nowise cast him away,’ and I have come to him, and 
he has taken away my sin,and I’m going to heaven, 
and I thought I would like to see you before I go,”

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BIBLE DOCTEINE CF RESURRECTION—NO. 9; 


_A theory in regard to resurrection may be founded 
on certain passages cf Scripture by taking them out of 
their connections and placing a peculiar interpretation 
on them, and rejecting altogether or changing the true 
meaning of other passages that contradict them; but 
that theory will not be the Bible doctrine of resurrec- 
-, tion, Partial quotation and misquotation is fatal to 
sound argument, Indulgence in it for any purpose is 
evidence of weakness. The truth does not need that, 
nor indulgence in hard names applied to opponents. 
No matter what are the grounds upon which others 
may. oppose the ideas‘of resurrection as the resuscita- 
tion of the body laid in the grave, my opposition to it 
is solely because I do not believe the Bible teaches it. 


In No. 8 I showed that many learned commentators, 


who believe that resurrection is revivification, deny 
that Job. 19: 25, 26 has any reference toit, ‘But Bro. 
Jackson is certain it has, He says: 

“The language here is not descriptive of an extremity of 
disease. It is no less than a picture of death; the pu 
tridity of the tomb is unmistakable—‘skin worms destroy 
this body.’ It is destruction of the body, and that by 
worms. Here, despite the general darkness, Job caught a 
ray of resurrection light.” 

Did my brother ever resd Job 7:57 “My flesh is 
clothed with worms, and clods of dust; my skin is 
broken, and become loathsome.” Did he know that 
the worms were already deyouring Job? It is more 
than likely that he was referring to recovery from the 
dreadful disease that was destroying him. 

Please compare Job 19: 26—“And though after my 
skin worms destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall ] 
see God”—with Job 42: 5—“I bave heard of thee by the 
hearing of the ear: but now mine eye seeth thee.” 
Read on to the end of the book and it will be seen that 
the expectations of Job are more than realized “in hir 
flesh !” 

For Job’s views on the resuscitation of the flesh after 
death we give 14:11,12: “As the waters fail from the 
sea, and the flood decayeth and drieth up: so man lietb 
down and riseth not: till the heavens be no more, they 
shall not awake nor be raised out of their sleep.” 16: 
22: “When a few years are come, then I shall go the 
way whence I shall not return.” 21:32: “Yet shall he 
be brought to the grave, and shall remain in the tomb.” 

It Job had ever heard of the Ezyptian idea of the 
resuscitation of the body he evidently did not believe 
it, His views are set forth in language that is unmis 
takable, They are just exactly opposed to our zealous 
young brother’s. 

O. the meaning of resurrection he saye: 

“Now, let us inquire into the meaning of this word: for 
in so doing we may be able to apprehend the teaching of 
the text in reference toit. We will not grant that the 
word ig used variously, for there are no grounds for such a 
claim. Then if we can positively determine in one p'ace 
the import of the word, we have determined it in other 
places. The Greek word rendered resurrection in our ver 
sion is anastasis. Its primary meaning is ‘to stand again.’ 
Our word resurrection literally signifies ‘to rise again.’ ..... 
‘To stand again, or to rise again, implies both a previous re- 
cumbency and.a previous standing. Then, as used in the 
New Testament, the word can mean nothing less than the 
revivification of the body, since only it ceases to live.” 

We leave out the reference tothe Latin, for that 
really has nothing to do with the question, and proceed 
to test the soundness of the foregoing assertions 

1. Young, in his analytical Greek and Hebrew con- 
cordance, says: “Anastasie: a standing, or rising up; 
exanastasis: a standing up out of.” . 

2. Obrist speaking of the resurrection. Mark 12: 26 
seys: “And as touching the dead that they riee.” Luke 
20; 87: “Now- that the dead are raised.” Paul in I. 
Gor. 15 repeatedly says “raised;” in fact, with perhaps 
oaly one or two exceptions in speaking of resur- 
rection the inspired writers invariably say “raise,” 
“raise up,” “rise,” “rise up.” The rare exceptions only 
prove the rule. CO! Ohrist only is it said by inspired 
persons that he should rise again, and where this phrase 
occurs “anastasis” is not the word ured.

I would like to have Bro, Jackson's interpretation of 
Rev. 20: 13, 14, especially 14. He quotes the first part 
of verse 18 as if he wished it to be understood literally. 
Verses 13 and 14 go together, and must receive the 
same kind of treatment. If they are to be understood 
literally they are incomprehensible to me. 

In order to prove that our bodies will be raised from 
the grave and resuscitated, he says: “Hear Jesus: ‘As J 
live, ye shall lives aleo,’” . 

If Jesus ever said that, I have failed to find the rec- 
ord of it, In John 14:19 we read, “Because I live, ye 
shall live also.” Bat this does not refer to manner of 
existence after resurrection. I is to the coming of the 
Comforter. It is asked: 

“What can be more explicit than the language of Paul in 
Rom. 6: 5; ‘If we have been planted in the likeness of his 
death, we shall bealso in the lixeness of his resurrection.’ ” 

I always supposed this was plain enough, but if our 
brother supposes it refers to the resurrection of the 
earthly bodies of men, it certainly is not as explicit as 
[thought it was. Paul is there talking of sin and right- 
eousness, and uses the words death and resurrecifon as 
symbolic of the separation from or doing away with 
sin, and living in righteousness, a representation o! 
which is seen in the baptism of believers. 

I, John 3:2 is quoted, but it does not prove what is 
sought to be established by it. 

John 5: 28, 29 is given, followed by: 

“Nothing could be plainer than this language. What is 
in the grave? The body. Then it shall hear the voice of 
the Son of man and come forth. Notice that those who 
hear his voice are to be in the grave. I+ is a most distoried 
exegesis that can strain that passage to teach anything else 
than a bodily resurrection.” 

The same kind of exegesis must be applied to verse 
25 as to verses 28,29. Itis:; “The hour is coming, and 
now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God; and they that hear shall live.” It Obrist was here 
alluding to a time when the dead should be resuscitated, 
as Bro. Jackson supposes, the time was then, for Jeaus 
said it “now is.” The matter can be tested by the Soo. 
ratian method, Did the dead bodies that then lay in 
the gravehear him? Did they at that time come forth? 
Did they then come to life again? If they did not, 
what sort of exegesis ie it that leads to such conclu- 
sions a8 our brother’s? The death Obrist delivers us 
from is spiritual death. The life he gives is spiritual 
life. The judgment with which he judges is epiritual 
judgment. The rewards and penalties are all spiritua), 
Realize this great truth, and the mists will be cleared 
away, and much ecrip'ure that appeers mysterious will 
be plain. Read John 5 in the light of these undoubted 
truths and you will find that the apparent contradic- 
tions dissolve like smoke, Ohrist is there talking of 
jodgment. He declares the standard of judgment will 
be the truth of God as revealed tbrough him. By it 
those that were then dead, and those yet to die, should 
be judged. The letter killeth; the spirit giveth life. 

Rom. 8: 28 is quoted, to which is added: 

“When we speak of the redemption of the soul the mean-

The ideas of those who 
look for a second personal coming of Christ, with at- 
tendant scenes like those expected by the Jews of 
Obrist’s time, are just as much in error as they were, 
This assertion is as easily proved as the other, First 
take Luke 21, from which our brother’s quotation is 
made. Verse 27 says: “And then shall they see the 
Son of man coming in a cloud, with great power and 
glory.” When was this to be? Jesus answers in verse 
82: “Verily I say unto you, this generation shall not 
pass away till all be fulfilled.” That seems plain enougd. 
“All” covers every iota of the events spoken of. Matt. 
16: 27,28: “For the Son of man shall come in the glory 
of his Father with his angels, and then he shall reward 
every man according to his works. Verily I say unto 
you, there be some standing here which shall not taste 
death, till they see the 8n of man coming in his king- 
dom.” In I. Thess. 4:15 we read: “For this we say 
unto you, by the word of the Lord, that we which are 
alive and remain unto the coming of the Lord, sball 
not prevent them which are asleep, for the Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God; and 
the dead in Obrist shall rise first. Then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up in the air: and s0 
shall we be ever with the Lord.” 

Note particularly that all these things were to happen 
during the lifetime of the generation Obrist was ad- 
dieesing; some listening to him were not to die til! they 
were accomplished, and that Paul with others living 
cotemporary with him were to participate in them. 

Now, to what conclusion can we come? It will not 
do to say that Obrist and Paul were misteken as to the 
time, If we say that, then we must say that they might 
have been mistaken in the fact of the events ever 0c: 
curring. We must, if we accept them as authority, 
acknowledge that Christ has come. The end of the 
world meant the end of the pre-Messianic age. We 
are living in the Messianic age or world. Obrist is 
with us now, The time of resurrection is now. The 
day of judgment is now. The clouds, the fire, the 
trumpet, the voice, the signs in the sun, moon, and stars, 
and the waves roaring, are all symbolical. We find 
their counterparts, and our authority for this methcd 
of interpretation in the prophecies of Joel 2: 28-32, 
which, according to Peter, were fulfilled in the stirring 
scenes and incidents of the day of Pentecost. See

Having now “said my catechism,” allow me tot state 
brie fly the difference between us, and my reasons for re- 
jecting his view and clinging to myown. My brother 
says, “Eis is a Greek preposition, used in the New Tes- 
tament to signify unto.” “A still more pernicious prac- 
tice prevails which is no less than the rendering eis one 
way in one place, and another way in another, and still 
insisting, that this divers rendering is the word of God.” 
“A diversity showing that they consider the original of 
no authority.” “I have stated that eis is correctly repre- 
sented by the English preposition unto. And I further 
state that unto or to is the only word which uniformly 
correctly represents eis in its proper Eaglish dress.” 

Now, while Bro, Summerbell claims that eis has only 
one rendering in the New Testament, I deny that it has 
only one meaning, and assert that it should be translated 
inthe New Testament by various words or phrases, one of 
which is his favorite unto, and although the second par- 
agraph of his last article proves that I so regard it, yet 
he argues in the last part of his article as though I de- 
nied all meanings except into, a species of argument most 
men would consider unfair. 

As I claimed in my first articlethat I was not a Greek 
acholar, I must depend upon others to ascertain the true 
meanings of eis: 

1, ‘The first witness I shall call upon the stand is Dr. 

In the HERALD of February 22d, page 118, 
he says, “Eis isan important Greek preposition, used in 
the New Testament to represent unto, but by the usage 
of fifteen hundred years forced to represent its classic 
force as into.” Here he confesses (1) its classic 
force (that is its primary meaning, the meaning with 
which the Greeks used it) is into; (2) the scholars of 
fifteen hundred years have used it with that meaning.

He felt and realized the blessing 
and advantage of spirit freedom to be so great as to ex- 
ceed almost his power of appreciation. In view of it 
he exclaims, “What shall I render unto the Lord for all 
his benefits unto me?” Not unfrequently people think 
David was always a good man, he said and did so many 
things that were grand in their conception and noble 
in their accomplishment. Bat it is fair to presume 
thatin his view of it, his own life was very imperfect, 
and mach of it. positivaly bad.

Odae of the resolutions rec- 
ommended the holding of meetings in all the churches 
of the conference in the interest of the proposed second 
amendment, and holding it before the people till after 
the election. 

The report of the Committee on Pablishing Interests 
elicited a protracted discussion, but was finally passed 
as presented by the committee, I. 0.

HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY... 


The interest and attitude of the conference touching 
the question of temperance was manifested in the ac- 
companying report, the earnest remarks made in the 
discussion of it, and the unanimous vote on its adop- 
tion. It is as follows: 


“That intemperance, as it exists in our midst to-day, is 
en evil and a curse of gigantic magnitude, blighting the 
fairest homes, disturbing social order, leading to crimes 
which stigmatize us as a people, is disputed by none. 
The only question now is, What attitude shall we assume 
towards it? What can be done with 11? What shall bo 
done with it? 

“Two questions touching this common foe are submit- 
ted to the people of Obio for decision, viz: The first, to 
regulate and control it; which means, as we think, to 
sanction it, to license it, protect it, and perpetuateit.. The 
second is to nip it in the bud, to tear it out by the roots; 
in other words, total prohibition of its manufacture and 
sale as a beverage. , 

“Therefore, we would advise that the first proposed 
amendment be rejected, and that no countenance what-
